The Executive Seminar Center at Kings Point, New York located on the campus of the U. S. 
Merchant Marine Academy and the Executive Seminar Center at Berkeley, California located 
at 2440 Bancroft Way adjacent to the University of California exist as interagency training 
facilities of the U. S. Government administered by the U. S. Civil Service Commission for the 
benefit of all federal departments and agencies. 

The Executive Seminar Center program offers a series of executive seminars and related learning 
opportunities in government affairs for career employees in grades GS-14 and GS-15 (or equiv- 
alent) who evidence clearly the ability and potential to serve in top career posts. A limited 
number of such persons in other grades may attend when their participation serves a particular, 
useful career objective. Detailed information concerning courses and schedules are issued sep- 
arately by the Commission. 


The Executive Seminar program exists to meet the needs of departments and agencies as au- 
thorized by Section 8 of the Government Employees Training Act (5 U.S.C. 2307). The costs 
of operating and maintaining the program are shared by Federal agencies using the facilities. 

The annual cost to operate the Berkeley and the Kings Point Executive Seminar Centers for 
Fiscal Year 1968 is estimated to be $667,000 or $460 for each two-week session and $900 for 
each four-week session per enrollee.
